Upright Position

ONE of the im portant reasons 
why people are living longer is 
many more people are having reg­ 
ular examinations than ever be­ 
fore. Of course, a p art of this ex­ 
amination is an ana!/sis of the 
excretions from the kidney. Some­ 
times it is found th at these excre­ 
tions contain albumin and this is 
a cause for concern. 
Whenever albumin is found in 
th# urine, a careful study must 
be carried out to determine its 
cause. Sometimes the condition 
occur* in young persons who are 
apparently in good health. 


Studies Mids 


Some studies were made during 
World W ar I on 60,000 aoldiers in 
training and it was found that one 
out of every 20 had albumin in the 
urine, although there was no dis­ 
order affecting the kidneys to ac­ 
count for it. Some of theae cases 
were transitory. That is, the al­ 
bumin was present only for a 
period of time and then disap­ 
peared. 
It is known that albumin may 
occur in the urine after strenuous 
exercise, prolonged exposure to 
the sun, from cold baths or the 
eating of large amounts of protein 
foods, such as meat, milk and eggs. 
It would appear, however, that by 
far the largest number of cases 
are due to posture. T hat is, the 
albumin is excreted when the per­ 
son is standing upright but not 
when he lying down.
